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PUBLIC  PRINTER  RALPH  E.  KENNICKELL,  JR. 
ANNOUNCES  GPO  RESIGNATION;  DECISION  TO  HEAD  GATF 


Ralph  E.  Kennickell,  Jr.  has  announced  his  decision  to 
leave  the  U.S.  Government  Printing  Office  (GPO)  where  he  has 
served  as  Public  Printer  since  December  1984.  Kennickell,  who 
heads  one  of  the  largest  job  printing  shops  in  the  world,  will 
retain  his  ties  to  the  industry  as  he  assumes  his  new  position 
as  Executive  Director  of  the  Graphic  Arts  Technical  Foundation 
(GATF) . 

In  making  the  announcement  before  his  staff  of  senior  GPO 
officials,  the  42-year-old  Public  Printer  said,  "It's  been  an 
honor  to  serve  this  agency  and  this  administration.     I've  grown 
close  to  our  people  and  been  fortunate  to  have  had  so  much 
expertise  around  me.    But,  I've  learned  over  the  years  that  too 


many  individuals  come  to  Washington  to  solve  the  problems  and 
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stay  so  long  that  they  become  problems  themselves.    My  new  post 
will  allow  me  to  fulfill  some  of  my  personal  objectives  and  to 
continue  to  serve  the  industry  which  I  love." 

Kennickell  will  remain  in  his  Federal  position  until 
November  18,  1988.    While  serving  as  Public  Printer,  he  led  the 
127-year-old  GPO  in  attaining  its  goal  as  a  "demand-driven, 
service-oriented"  agency.     "In  the  past  few  years,  every  part  of 
GPO  has  changed;  nothing  has  gone  unmoved.     I  do  believe  that  I 
leave  this  agency  in  better  condition  than  I  found  it.     And.  T 
hoDe  that  its  people  are  better  off  as  well,"  Kennickell  said  in 
summarizing  the  achievements  of  his  administration. 

Kennickell  is  no  stranger  to  the  3,000-member  Graphic  Arts 
Technical  Foundation.     Since  1986,  he  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Pittsburgh-based  organization 1 s  Board  of  Directors.     GATF  is  a 
nonprofit,  scientific,  technical,  and  educational  organization 
which  has  served  the  international  graphic  communications 
industry  since  1924. 

AMENDMENT  OF  SELECTIONS 

A  number  of  depository  librarians  are  still  sending  in  long 
overdue  survey  scanning  sheets  and  the  green  "Amendment  of 
Selection"  postcards  with  additions  to  their  item  selection 
profile.

A  reminder:  Documents  librarians  may  send  in  the  green  "Amendment 
of  Selection"  postcards  for  deletions  at  any  time.  The 
deletions  will  become  effective  approximately  four  weeks  from 
their  receipt  by  LPS. 
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Notes  From  the 
Public  Printer 

When  I  arrived  at  GPO  nearly  4 
years  ago,  the  edge  I  had  coming  into 
this  agency  was  in  knowing  that  one 
day  I  would  be  leaving  again.  I  knew 
that  I  couldn't  take  myself  too 
seriously  and  I  knew  that  I  could  not 
let  myself  believe  that  I  would  be 
Public  Printer  for  life.  But,  even  with 
this  knowledge,  my  decision  to  leave 
at  this  time  has  not  been  an  easy 
one.  I  am  completely  sincere  when  I 
tell  you  that  these  have  been  the  best 
years  of  my  life.  I  have  made  friends, 
I've  grown  close  to  people,  and  I've 
had  a  great  deal  of  fun.  Even  more 
important,  in  these  4  years,  we  have 
seen  our  goal  to  become  a  "demand- 
driven,  service-oriented"  agency 
arrive  at  nothing  short  of  reality. 

For  this  accomplishment,  I  realize 
that  I  cannot  assume  full  credit.  I  do 
believe,  however,  that  the  tone 
which  I  have  tried  to  set  for  our 
entire  workforce  has  helped  to  bring 


about  our  many  achievements. 
Through  your  efforts,  we  have  over- 
come many  obstacles  once  believed 
insurmountable. 

Today,  we  find  very  little  within 
GPO  which  remains  unchanged 
from  4  yeais  ago.  We  have  cut  our 
appropriations  requests,  we  have  suc- 
cessfully negotiated  three  3-year  wage 
agreements,  and  I  am  particularly 
proud  of  our  high-caliber  manage- 
ment team.  I  see  each  of  you 
motivated  to  do  an  outstanding  job, 
and  as  a  result,  our  customers  have 
come  to  rely  on  the  quality  of  our 
service.  Our  internal  printing  and 
binding  efforts  have  been  modern- 
ized and  our  productivity  has  in- 
creased. This  year  alone,  it  appears 
our  commercial  procurements  will 
exceed  $600  million,  an  all-time 
high. 

The  achievements  we  have  at- 
tained, however,  go  beyond  those  of 
our  Production  and  Procurement 
areas.  Administrative  and  support 
personnel  throughout  GPO  are  con- 
tinually fulfilling  their  vital  role  on 
behalf  of  all  of  our  efforts. 

And,  in  our  desire  to  disseminate 
information,  we  are  now  selling  U.S. 
Government  books  around  the 
world,  even  in  China  and  the  Soviet 
Union.  Automation  has  improved 
delivery  of  all  of  our  publications 
and  the  depository  library  program  is 
in  excellent  shape.  The  nationwide 
bookstore  program  is  undergoing  a 


complete  overhaul,  with  relocations 
and  new  openings  already  underway. 
None  of  these  accomplishments 
could  have  been  attained  without 
your  dedication  and  hard  work. 

To  all  of  you  I  owe  a  great  deal  of 
gratitude.  It  has  been  not  only  my 
pleasure  but  a  source  of  great  pride  to 
have  been  able  to  serve  as  your 
Public  Printer.  As  many  of  you  are 
aware,  my  first  positions  as  a  public 
servant  were  not  at  GPO;  but  rest 
assured,  when  I  accepted  the  chal- 
lenge of  coming  to  Washington,  it 
was  always  GPO  to  which  I  was  com- 
ing. This  opportunity  has  fulfilled  a 
longtime  dream.  Although,  as  I  have 
said,  it  is  not  easy  to  leave,  I  know 
that  the  time  has  come.  Too  many 
people  come  to  Washington  to  solve 
problems  and  stay  so  long  that  they 
become  problems  themselves.  My 
leaving  is  made  easier  in  knowing 
that  I  will  still  be  involved  in  the 
industry  which  I  love  and  with  the 
people  I  admire  and  respect.  GATF 
has  more  than  3,000  members 
around  the  world,  so  I  expect  to  be 
busy  and  I  hope  to  bring  a  great  deal 
of  energy  to  one  of  the  vital  organiza- 
tions representing  our  industry. 

I  hope  that  I  will  continue  to  be 
regarded  as  a  resource  for  GPO.  I  will 
certainly  continue  to  be  a  spokesper- 
son for  its  services  and  particularly 
for  you,  its  workforce.  If  our  Deputy 
Joe  Jenifer  should  be  selected  as  your 
next  Public  Printer,  I  believe  the 
agency  could  not  have  a  better 
leader.  He  has  fully  earned  the  re- 
spect and  dedication  which  you  have 
always  shown  to  me.  Again,  I  say 
thanks  to  each  and  every  one  of  you. 
You  have  my  best  wishes  and  the 
knowledge  that  the  years  ahead  are 
going  to  bring  many  new  and  ex- 
citing opportunities  for  each  of  you 
individually  and  for  GPO  as  a 
whole.

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EEOC  CASE  DECISIONS 

At  the  October  1988  Depository  Library  Council  meeting,  a  number 
of  questions  were  raised  by  librarians  about  the  EEOC  Case 
Decisions  distributed  to  depository  libraries  under  item  number 
1059-A-02 . 

In  its  recommendation  #4  of  October  1986,  the  Depository  Library 
Council  identified  Information  Handling  Services  ( IHS )  as  the 
best  alternative  to  providing  the  EEOC  Case  Decisions  to  deposi- 
tories in  a  timely  manner.  No  SuDocs  numbers  appear  on  the 
IHS  microfiche.  However,  the  classes  assigned  by  GPO 
have  appeared  in  Administrative  Notes,  v.  9 ,  no .  5 ,  March  1988, 
p.  3. 

Information  Handling  Services  is  providing  the  product  to 
depository  libraries  under  contract  with  the  Equal  Employment 
Opportunity  Commission.  Our  selecting  depositories  receive  the 
identical  microfiche  product  in  the  same  packaging  as  IHS 
subscribers  who  pay  $1800/yr.  IHS  does  not  supply  envelopes  with 
its  product. 

For  those  libraries  desiring  to  purchase  envelopes  for  these 
microfiche,  GPO  can  provide  the  specifications  it  uses  but  cannot 
name  its  supplier,  to  avoid  any  hint  of  government  endorsement. 
Specifications   for  the  envelopes  are  as  follows: 

Envelopes  and  divider  sheets  shall  be  made  from  white 
paper  with  a  pH  no  less  than  7.0.  Envelopes  shall  be 
manufactured  to  permit  easy  insertion  of  microfiche  and 
shall  have  sealed  side  seams  (flaps  formed  as  part  of 
the  back  of  the  envelope)  with  inner  tucks  on  the  4.2 
dimension  and  one  open  side  on  the  6.1  dimension, 
enveloped  fiche  shall  not  extend  above  the  top  of  the 
back   side  of  the  envelope. 

The  printed  Subject  Index  is  a  copyrighted  product  and  is  not  a 
government  publication  according  to  the  definition  in  Title  44, 
U.S.  Code .  The  other  fiche  indexes,  provided  as  part  of  the 
IHS-EEOC  contract,  are  public  domain  material.  Those  libraries 
desiring  the  printed  Subject  Index  must  purchase  it  from 
Information   Handling  Services.

The  books 
have  no  title  printed  on  them  and  are  only  identifiable  by  the 
publication  number.     GPO  will  modify  the  OCLC  cataloging  records 
to  note  internal  distribution.

BRAILLE  PUBLICATIONS 

For  some  years,  the  Library  Programs  Service  instructed  the 
Departmental  Account  Representative  Division  to  "ride"  any 
SF-1  printing  requisition  for  braille  publications  under  only  one 
item  number,  0806-A-07.  The  materials  were  classed  under  the 
appropriate  agency. 

On  October  14,  1988,  the  Depository  Library  Council  to  the  Public 
Printer  recommended  a  change  in  this  policy  (recommendation  #7). 
As  depository  libraries  already  receive  multiple  language 
versions  of  the  same  title  under  the  item  number  for  the 
English  language  version,  braille  publications  should  be  treated 
no  differently. 

To  that  end,  effective  immediately,  the  Departmental  Account 
Representative  Division  has  been  instructed  to  order  braille 
editions  under  the  same  item  number  as  the  non-braille  edition  of 
the   same   title .
